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Oneof the most thrilling episodes that 
marked I ha war of 1812-11— one in which 
the high southern courage never mora gal- 
1 ntly distinguished itself, was the conflict 
■ November lil, MIS) belween Cenerel 
Samuel Dale, on the Alabama ri»er, ant) 
eleven Indian warriors. It is this :enconi;e 
we propose lo narrate, and to which we 
have given the title of "The BaUle of the 
Canoes." 

Ceneial Claibo' ne, on Hie preceding day, 
had attacked, captured and des. roved 
Econoehaca, the Creek prophet's town, 
which was a place of refuge forthe old 
men, women and children of the tribe, and 
which the prophets declared was holy 
o-'ound or which no white man could set 
foot and liye. It was situated on the Ala- 
bama river, west of the present city of 
Mont. ornery. When Claiborne and his 
force appeared before the town the eniire 
population was gathered upon a level space, 
or green, to witness lb« burning of fiye 
white prisoners. Of course they were de- 
prived of this sport. The Indians resisted 
desperately but fuiilely, and those that weie 
not slain fled in confusion across the river, 
to the far side of which the* first removed 
the majority of their women and children. 

Learning that there was an Indian en- 
campment on the opposite hank of ihe 
Alabama inme miles above, Claiborne di- 
spatched Ceneral Dale wiih a force of sev- 
enty picked men up the river to attack and 
alisperie the invades. Dale marched all 
that day and night, and early on the morn- 
ing of the .ucceeding day arrived opposite 
the encampment, which, judging by the 
amoke of the fires, was much larger than 
■v Claiborna's information led him to suppose. 
Hut Sam Dale was uot a man to be turned 
.side by trifles. He had come to attack 
the enemy, and attack him he would. Bit 
we are anticipating a little. 

About midnight they had come upon and 
captured a small hunting party of Indians 
and seized their canoes. Dividing his 
force, he sent a portion of his command 
underalrasty Indian fighter named Jerry 
Auattll, across to the west hank, and kept 
up the eastern bank with the remainder. 
Arriving at what was theu known as Ran- 
dou'e Landing, but now bearing ihe name 
of Dale's Ferry, they, discovered the en- 
campmeuton the the western side. Having 
uo means of crossing save one small canoe 
they found concealed under overhanging 
bushes, Dale was forced to wait until Aus- 
tin came up on the olher side and cap- 
tured and sent over canoes lor them. Con- 
cealing themselves in the undergrowth, they 
waited as patiently as ihejr could uuder the 

About 10 o'clock they saw a large eanoa 
containing eleven warriors pull oat from 
the encampment and head for a canebrake 
just above where they were concealed. 
Dale called to hie men to follow him and 
started on a run for Ihe latter. The intre- 
pid Dale and seveu of his followers reached 
the canebrake as the Indians were about to 
laud. The whites itu mediately fired upon 
them. Two ol the warrior* leaped into th* 
water, and as they arose 10 the surface one 
was shot by Dale and the other by one of 
bis ta.n, James Smith. D, .Ml time the 
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other Indians were backing the canoe out 
into the river, three of them entering the 
water on the opposite side from the whites 
and pushing ll along. The others tMOthod 
down in the bottom of the canoe, which 
was made of an enormous cypress log, and 
y feet long, four feet deep, 
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c.noe would now and then 
from the water above the gunwale of the 
canoe and shout to Westlie s!brd\ who was 
in the vicinity of but invisible to the whites, 

"Ft** km A I y,,,;„-hahr ("They arc 
spoiling us! They are spoiling us!") 

Ac often as he tote the whitei fired upon 
him, but without e.Tect. Finally, growing 
bolder, he raised himself breast' high, and 
cried to them ia derision : 

"Why don't you shoot?" 

This was more than Dale could stand, 
and taking careful sight between the sav- 
age's hands with bis rifle, the next time his 
head appeared above Ihe gunwale, fired, the 
bullet crashing through his brain. 

The canoe then began floating down the 
current, the remaining two warriors being 
unable to manage it, and those inside fear- 
ing to show themselves. 

Seeing this Dale called out lo the other 
parly who had by this time made their ap- 
pearance on theoppo-iitc hank, to bring him 
over some canoes. Six men jumped into 
one and paddled to that of the Indians, 
whin one of them, catching sight of the 
warriors concealed on the bottom, cried 

"Lire Indians! Back water, boys; bsck 
water!" and in their fright they paddled as 
fast as they could back to the shore. 

Dale, espying a strapping free negro 
named Cassar on the shore with the others, 
ordered him to bring over a canoe on the 
instant. Cicsar hesitated about obeying, 
when Dale at.ured him, with an oath, that 
if he did not instantly obey he would shcot 
him. Creiar't hesitation vanished, and he 
speedily paddled oyer to where Dale stood 

He landed about a hundred yards below 
the big canoe containing the warriors, and 
Dale and two others entered. He made 
CVt.r paddle them to within about forty 
yards of the Indian canoe, when all three 
leveled their guns, which, to theit chagrin, 
all missed It*. 

The boats vapidly nsared each other, 
when one of the warriois threw his scalp- 
ing knife at the whites, pieuing their trail 
baik canoe through and through, just graz- 
ing Dale's thigh in its passage. The neit 

Dale instantly li.ped up, placing one 
foot in the canoe of the enemy. The near- 
est warrior to him leveled his rifle at the 
dauntless fellow's breast and pulled trig 
ger, but fortunately the weapon flashed in 
the pan. Thesavage then clubbed his gen 
and aimed a furious blow at Dale's head, 
which the latter paitially parried, and in- 
stantly shattered th* Indian's skull with 
the barrel of his gun. 

In the meantime another warrior bad 
I ikkeu down one of Dale's companions, 
and was in the act of dispatching him whh 
his knife, when Dale struck him over ihe 
head wiih his rifle, breaking Ihe latfer in 
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ihe other savages Seeing him thus dis- 
armed, C'ujsar handed Dale his musket, 
with the bayonet fixed. 

With this Dale leaped into the olher 
beat in ibe midst of the Indians. His 
ennoe containing his companions floated

feet, a wounded w.rr; 
t'liutliiually snapped a gun at him, and 

'I he first of these made a blnw at him with 
his 1 illc, which he warded off wilb lbs bar- 
rel of his musket and ran the bayonet 
through his body. As he fell, the attack 
was lepeated by the next one. Another 
from Dale's canoe pierced his heart, 
and be fell dead in the bottom of Ihe boat. 
The tin ,1 wan tor now spiang over the 
bodies of bis comrades flouiishlng his 
tomahawk. Dale spilled him on his bayo- 
net, and he now faced ihe fouiih one. This 
warrior was well known to Dale. His 
name was Tar cha-chee, and be was noted 
being the beet wiestler and most expeit 
ball player of his tribe. 

For a moment Tar cha-chee sfood mo- 
tionless, awaiting the onset of Dale. Uut 



stepped backward to the bow of the boat 
lo gain space for an ii resistible rush, yell- 
ed Ihe Creek warhoop, and cried out:
